You see, certain frequencies are sim- 
ply not reproduced with as much volume 
as are the mid-range frequencies which 
stretch from about 800hz to 2,000hz. 

An equalizer simply lets you establish 
accurate control of all frequencies to fit 
your equipment, your recordings, your 
taste, and your listening environment. 

TOTAL MUSICAL CONTROL 

And, what a job it can do. It's totally 
unlike bass and treble controls which 
simply boost everything from the mid- 
range down for bass, or everything up 
for treble. You can boost the low-bass at 
31.5hz, 63hz and/or 125hz to animate 
specific areas or instruments. 

And, when you boost the part of the 
bass you like, you don't disturb the mid- 
range frequencies and make your favorite 
singer sound like he has a sore throat. 

The high frequencies really deter- 
mine the clarity and brilliance of your 
music. The problem is that highs are 
very directional. Wherever you move in 
your listening room, you'll find a big dif- 
ference in high end response, as you'll 
see when we test the Analyzer. 

No recording engineer or equipment 
manufacturer can even begin to control 
your listening environment. 


You can control the highs at 4,000hz, 
8,000hz and/or 16,000hz, to bring crash- 
ing cymbals to life at 16,000hz while at 
the same time you can cut tape hiss or 
annoying record scratches at 8,000hz.

You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both.

Change a line, change 
a word, move a line. Just push a button. 

Are data bases a four letter word? Not 
on your life. Now you can use your com- 
puter to organize all your telephone num- 
bers, your stocks, stamps, and recipes.

If you're the president of a large com- 
pany sending important business letters, 
you may want a $1000 daisy wheel prin- 
ter. But for most uses, dot matrix printers 
are incredibly faster, and there isn't any 
way to print out a graph or picture on a 
daisy wheel printer. 

But, there are two things you need to 
know about this printer. First, it has about 
the dumbest name I've ever seen.

There's no warning. Music just explodes 
in front of you. Trumpets, cymbals, violins 
and string basses are all around you. The 
sound is like a shockwave reverberating 
through your home. 

This is the experience you can expect 
with your first introduction to digital au- 
dio. Forget any experience you've ever 
had with stereo before. CD audio is an 
awesome advance that dwarfs the switch 
we made years ago from 78s to LPs. 

Imagine listening to music with a fre- 
quency response from 5hz to 20,000hz 
+0.5db. Wow! Imagine sound so pure 
that harmonic distortion is just 0.003%. 
And, if you're into zeros, flutter and wow 
is “less than measurable limits”. 

The sound quality, and yes, the sonic 
violence will thrill you. I've spent over 
15 years on the test bench and in the 
studios. And, the only equal I've heard to 
this sound is ‘live sound’. 

And, live sound doesn't mean the sound 
you hear at a concert where you are sim- 
ply listening to the auditorium’s PA sys- 
tem. Live sound means sitting right in 
the middle of the orchestra. 

| know, I'm a cellist. And, there's just 
no sound experience like the sound we 
hear in ‘the pit. 

NO SOUND AT ALL 

CD gives you a signal to noise ratio of 
95db. There is, for all intents and pur- 
poses, absolutely no hiss, no scratch, 
and best of all, no surface noise. In short, 
there’s nothing but music. 

You've got to experience the silence 
between tracks or during very quiet pas- 
sages to comprehend the effect of the 
music. There’s just nothing like it. 

It's as if your stereo isn't even on and 
then, suddenly, a thunderclap explodes 
right in front of you. And what an incred- 
ible thunderclap it is! 

Conventional records and tapes have 
a dynamic range of perhaps 50db. Dy- 
namic range is the difference in sound 
level between the softest and loudest 
recorded sounds.

1)Early disks did sound harsh. And, 
there was a good reason. LPs drop off 
from 5-10,000hz, so recording engineers 
tend to boost those frequencies when 
they mix recordings.

The laser disk has a perfectly flat 
response, so whatever is on the master, 
won't be masked when you play it back. 


2)True again. CDs were in short sup- 
ply and not many titles were released 
during the first few months.

the record, flawlessly recorded, in the 
sequence that you've chosen. 

And, by the way, you can switch the 
equalizer on the DC Servo Integrated 
Amp in and out of the recording loop.

It's a fact. You can tell a lot about your- 
self from your heart rate. You can eval- 
uate the condition you are in, how much 
stress you are under, and how hard you 
should be exercising. 

Think about it. How fast does your 
heart beat when you climb a flight of 
stairs? And how long does it take for your 
heart rate to return to normal? 

Well, if you're at all like me, you may 
be a little out of shape. While I'm only 
37, several friends of my own age have 
recently had heart attacks. And frankly, 
I'm getting just a bit worried. 

You see, | am getting past the point 
where | can simply say, ‘I'll get back into 
shape next year.” 

So, whether you're a long distance 
runner (this is the ultimate jogging com- 
panion), orjust a few pounds overweight 
like | am, your heart rate will give you a 
picture of your heart and body s condition. 

Now you can take your heart rate any- 
time, anywhere with the newest in so- 
phisticated electronic pulse takers. 

And best of all, this heart computer is 
contained in a beautiful 24 hour alarm, 
24 hour chronograph, LCD watch, that 
you will be as proud to wear with a coat 
and tie as you are when you're running.

A puppy may be man's best friend. 
Woof, Woof. . .But, now I’ve got a new 
friend you can add-on to your stereo sys- 
tem that doesn’t need to be taken on 
walks, washed or fed. But, it makes a 
great cocktail table for you when you're 
being fed, and oh what a woof it has. 

GREAT SOUND FOR EVERYONE 

It's called a Subwoofer. And, normally 
it is the beloved pet of only the most 
ardent audiophiles. 

It is not generally understood that it 
can be used with virtually any speaker 
systems in any stereo. And, in addition 
to substantially increasing and perfect- 
ing the bass response, it also has a signif- 
icant impact on the midrange clarity too. 

Before | tell you exactly how mar- 
velous your stereo will sound when you 
connect this Subwoofer to it, there are 
two things you should know. 

First, you'll be getting your new friend 
at a large discount. Over 50% off retail. 
And Second, you won't have to worry 
about paying vet bills. 

Your new friend comes complete with 
a paid up health insurance policy in the 
form of a5 year limited warranty from its 
father, Cerwin-Vega. 

And, after 25 years, Cerwin-Vega cer- 
tainly qualifies as the father of deep rich 
bass. Their disco systems have just about 
shaken California right into the ocean. 

But, don’t be misled. Cerwin-Vega bass 
is clean and tight; never sloppy or over- 
powering. It adds a feeling of depth and 
fullness to your music that you simply 
can't get with conventional two or 3- 
way speaker systems. 

HERE'S WHAT IT DOES 

Basically, the problem with most speak- 
er systems is that the bass overpowers 
the system. In a 3-way system, a woofer 
may be crossed over at about 800hz. And, 
in a 2-way system as high as 2-3000hz. 
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Man's best friend meets the audiophile’s best friend. 
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So, the speaker must handle move- 
ments of up to an inch at frequencies 
below about 80hz, while at the same 
time attempting to reproduce the very 
fine vibration type movements of the 
midrange frequencies. 

It is this difference in movements that 
causes both the bass to be weak or non- 
precise, and the midrange to become 
muddy. Even the best 3-way systems fall 
prey to these problems. 

PROBLEM SOLVED 
It has a specially engineered crossover 
network that sends frequencies above 


120hz to your regular speakers and re- 
produces just the mammoth movement 
frequencies from 120hz down to 29hz 
with a special floor firing dual wound 
super woofer. (If you have downstairs 
neighbors, this Subwoofer isn't for you.) 

The woofer is a very special hybrid. It 
has amammoth two inch voice coil which 
is about double the average size of a 
woofer in a two or 3-way system. 

This large voice coil allows the speaker 
to make the very large movements requir- 
ed to reproduce the very low frequencies. 

But, it would do a lousy job of repro- 
ducing midrange or high frequencies 
which is why, cost aside, manufacturers 
don't put big coils in normal woofers.

‘Buy Phone’ will arrange all the possible 
stores it finds that carry the product | 
want, by the geographic distance each 
store is from my home. 

| just turn on my printer. (You don't 
need a printer, but they sure are nice to 
have.) And when | leave the house to go 
shopping, I've gota list of as many as 30 
stores, complete with phone numbers, ad- 
dresses and business hours, to take along. 

Another service I've used is an elec- 
tronic department store. It has 5 floors 
with about 12 stores per floor. You can 
walk forward, back, left or right. 

You even go up and down the elevator. 
Anyway, with your credit card you can ac- 
tually buy from any of the stores you're in. 

My next effort was a ‘Social Bulletin 
Board’. | didn’t know quite what | was 
into until the question about’ sexual pre- 
ference’ popped up. Well, being married, 
| signed off. But, there are lots of dating 
bulletin boards. And, if you'd like a date 
with someone into computers, wow!. 

All of the above boards are free. And 
with the Modem Phone we'll include an 
address where you buy a directory of 
400 of the estimated 1500 Electronic 
Bulletin Boards in operation. I've also 
found that there are lots of boards that 
aren't listed in the directory that have 
their numbers listed on the Boards | call.

The Source and Com- 
puServe. In my opinion, The Source is 
stronger in daily news and CompuServe 
is stronger in history and research. They 
are both loaded with educational think- 
ing games and the type of wide ranging 


special interest information I've des- 
cribed above. 

Enclosed with your Modem Phone will 
be a discount application to the Source, 
complete with an 800 number for instant 
signup. It's a great service. | use it most- 
ly at night at the $7.75 per hour rate. 

CompuServe is my favorite. But since 
I'm selling it direct, you'll have to judge it 
for yourself. The $24 kit includes a full 
manual, your secret ID number and pass- 
word to sign on. Both The Source and 
CompuServe offer local telephone num- 
bers for you to call in many cities. 

CompuServe only costs $6 per hour 
after 5PM. And with our kit you get 5 free 
hours to really look around and enjoy 
the service. It has everything, from 1300 
recipes and menus, to the National Sat- 
irist. Auto Net/Auto Base tells you how 
the new cars match up and much more. 

CompuServe has Grolier’'s Academic 
American Encyclopedia and 14 reference 
data bases including Science, Wine, Fam- 
ily, Election 84, and Gardening. Of course 
there are hundreds of data bases, each 
with its own menu of specific information. 

From Stocks and Business news, to 
Translations, CompuServe can answer 
your questions. | printed out an on-line 
index that contained 285 entries, from 
Aviation Rules and Regulations to the 
Belmont Golf Association to the Depart- 
ment of State to Educational Research. 
The volume of information is astounding. 

There's a host of games and tests, 
including a full IQ test and the com- 
patibility test | mentioned at the begin- 
ning. A few services cost extra, but most 
are included in the $6 per hour rate. 

Now that you know all about data 
bases, isn't it time you turn your com- 
puter into a window on the world of 
information?

Just select the module number you 
want to control, then decide if you want 
the controlled device to come on or off. 

Now the fun begins. This is more than 


an on or off timer. You're in command. If 
you only want something to happen 
once, just push the ‘Once’ button. 

This is great for starting dinner be- 
fore you get home. Or, if your cassette 
deck is ‘timer ready’, now you can record 
a special AM or FM radio event that you'd 
miss because you were at work or asleep. 

There is a’ Daily’ button that lets what 
you've programmed occur every day, 7 
days a week, 365 days a year. 

This is great for set-back heating, night 
lighting and wake up functions. The daily 
function can be put ‘on hold’ any time 
you don't want an event to occur. 

There's a Security’ button. You can pro- 
gram lights and radios to give your house 
a lived-in look when you're away. 

This button will cause whatever you've 
programmed to occur at random times, 
differing each day by as much as 30 
minutes from the set time. 

And, there's a‘Sleep’ button. A single 
touch of this button will let you turn any 
controlled module on for an hour. 

So, tonight you can listen to your stereo 
for an hour before auto-shut off and to- 
morrow you can go to sleep watching TV. 

And, if you want more than an hour, 
just push the button twice for two hours, 
3 times for three hours and so on. 

The Timer will allow you to program 8 
modules of the 16 possible numbers. 
Each module can be turned both on and 
off twice a day to suit your needs. 

Every command can be different. For 
example, you can have any module come 
on ‘Once’, go off ‘Daily’, come on for 
‘Security’ and still program it for ‘Sleep’.

The DAK Telephone Answer Man 


Now that the law lets you own your own phones, we're receiving a ton of questions aboutjust what 
you really can do. Here are the most frequently asked questions we get and their answers. 


Questions 

1) Can | use these new phones in my 
home? Yes, all the new phones work vir- 
tually everywhere in the U.S. and simply 
plug into the new modular phone jacks. If 
you don't already have jacks, you'll re- 
ceive just what you need, for $1, when 
you purchase most phones from DAK. 

2) What about the Phone Company? 
The Supreme Court ruled several years 
ago that you can hook up any FCC ap- 
proved device to the phone lines. Now, 
The Court has broken up the Phone Com- 
pany's monopoly and you will most likely 
have to buy your phones either from the 
Phone Company or companies like DAK. 

3) What is the FCC and UL anyway? In 
order to plug anything into the phone 
lines the device must have passed FCC 
(Federal Communications Commission) 
tests. You must find an FCC ID number on 
each and every phone device that you buy. 
UL is Underwriters Laboratories. Only 
phones with AC plugs should have a UL 
listing. UL tests for electrical safety. 

4) What is Universal Push Button Dial 
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ing. | have Rotary Dial Phones. Can I use 
push buttons? There are two methods 
that the phone company uses for you to 
dial numbers. Firstthere is pulse, or rotary 
pulse dialing. This is what all the rotary 
dial phones use. What happens is that if 
you dial a 9, your phone sends out 9 on 
and off pulses. It's as if you flipped on and 
off a light switch 9 times. 

The second system is tone dialing. With 
tone, computers listen to musical notes 
that your phone's push buttons send out. 
Each note represents a different number. 

Universal Pulse Dialing works with both 
systems. It uses its own internal com- 
puter chip to translate the button you 
push, not into a note, but into pulses. 

You can dial as fast as you want, then 
the phone sends out the pulses as fast as 
the Phone Company can accept them. 
Universal Pulse works with both rotary 
and tone systems. 

But, you can't use it with the computer 
generated services like MCI and Sprint. 
So, Universal Pulse and rotary dial phones 
work anywhere, but tone only works in 


areas where the Phone Company has the 
correct computers. 

5) How much do I save by buying my 
phones?
